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4. That the best qualified students find a ready welcome is obvious, if 
only from the long list of postgraduate successes that are now regularly 
recorded in Dr, Quayle’s annual roporiR. In the year under review one 
Indian achieved the unique honour of being elected a Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and no fewer than SO postgraduate degi-ees were won. 
In addition, the remarkable number of 27 Indians obtained the high 
professional qualifications of Fellowship of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of England, or Membership of the Royal College of Physicians of London. 
Nor were honours lacking in other fields of activity. At Cambridge one 
Indian obtained a Cricket Blue and another became President of the Union, 
while an Indian undergraduate of Oxford hold oflicc in the Union and after 
the close of the year was elected President. Sir B. N. Mitra views with 
equanimity the decrease in the total number of Indian students, since it 
appears that any loss in quantity has been more than made good by improved 
quality. 

5. The High Commissioner has during the year carefully surveyed the 
facilities open to Indians for professional and practical training, a subject 
to which Dr. Quayle refers in section HI of his Report. Sir B. N, Mitra has 
satisfied^ himself that there is no ground for imagining that discrimination 
is practised against Lidians who are both qualified to receive training and 
are prepared to submit to the ortlinary customs of each profession or each 
branch of a profession in respect of premium, w'agcs, and the like. Such 
submission is necessary for all applicants of whatever nationality. But, of 
course, the amount of practical training obtainable varies both from time to 
time and as between one profession and another. A firm which, with a fuU 
order book, may be delighted to take several apprentices, will think it unfair 
to take even one if its shops are likely to bo idle owing to trade depression. 
Again, in the case of newly-developed processes, organisation may not have 
progressed far enough to pennit of the acceptance of pupils, or the demands 
for training facilities may be so great that only a small proportion of the 
applicants can bo accepted. Generally spealung, however, the High Com- 
missioner, with the aid of the officers of his Education and Store Departments, 
can put well-qualified Indian students in the way of regular practical 
training for their proposed professions. UTiis b}’ no means implies that he 
can persuade manufacturers ■who use special or secret ijrocesses, which 
may be the outcome of long and expensive research, to take in pupils 
and divulge to them their exact methods and formulro. There is here a 
real distinction, which Sir B. N. Jlitra trusts will be appreciated in India, 
namely, the distinction between regular professional training on the one 
hand and on the other the desire to acquire specialised knowledge of new' 
manufacturing processes which are often legitimate trade secrets. ^ The fonner 
is a legitimate and satisfiable need, but the' latter cannot be easily justified 
In any case, the aim of the serious apprentice should be to obtain the sound 
general grounding in practical work which regular .professional training 
imparts, and not to run before he can walk into the. domains of specialisation. 

6. In conclusion, Sir B. N, Mitra desires to make.acknowledgment of the 
unfailing courtesy and assistance which he has received from the educational, 
professional and industrial authorities of the country/ and to .commend to 
the Government of India the continued good work done by the staff of his 
Education Department in general, and by Dr, Quayle in particular.

INTRODUCTION. 

1. I have the lionour to present, for the information of the High Commissioner, 
my Report on the work of the Education Department during the academic j'car 
ending 30th September 1933. 


Section I. 


GENERAL. 

2. The figures given below show that there has been a decrease in the number of 
students who have sought the advice and guidance of the Department during the 
period under review. Whilst the decrease is, no doubt, mainly due to the financial 
stiingcncj’^ prevailing in India, as elsewhere, there is reason to beliovo that Indian 
inirents and guardians are beginning to realise that the excellent facilities now 
av.iilahle in India in all brauclies of education render it increasingly unnecessaiy 
for their sons or wards to proceed abroad for further study or training. From the 
number of actual interviews (which do not iuclndo the large number personally 
granted by the High Commissioner) it is satisfactory to note, moreover, that students 
to an increasing extent, not only consult the Department on their first arrival, but also 
keep in touch with it during their stay here : —

Two students were studying Medicine, and there 
was one each in the Department of Agriculture, Oriental Languages and Modern and 
Medieeval Languages. Of the six postgraduate students,, three were carrying out 
research in Physics, two in Agriculture and one in Philosophy. Thirty-five students 
were successful in the Final Honours IVipos Examinations. ,

The Adviser stresses the 
fact that the position has now been reached that unless an applicant is already in 
possession of an Indian Science Degree involving at least two of the above subjects, 
he has little chance of being selected for admission. In the last report Dr. Wood 
alluded to tlie number of cases in which offeiu of admission were not accepted or 
acknowledged, and it is gratifying on the present occasion to be alile to acknowledge 
the much greater promptitude shown by applicants in responding to the offers of 
admission made to lliem. The general chai-acler of the work done has been of a 
satisfactory nature.

and Technical High Schools during last session was 82, including two women. In 
comparison with last 5 'ear’s figures, this shows an increase of 23. The greater 
number of these students were at Berlin and Municli, where 20 and 16 students 
registered respectively, the others being scattered in twos and tlirces all over the 
country. The favourito subjects of study were Medicine, Chemistry, PJij'sics, 

Mechanical Engineering and Education. 

92. There were five Indian students at the University of Vienna during last Austrin.

93. There were no Indian students studying at the University of Copenhagen Denmark, ebpeu- 
during last academic year, ljut a number of Indian stiidenls visited the h'olk ’‘■•sen. 

High Schools in Denmark or attended other courses for a fortnight or a month at the 
Veterinary and Agricultural College, and m.ide excursions to study Danish farming.

100. Indian medical students who propose to come here to obtain the L.R.C.P., 
M.R.C.S. Diploma awarded hi' the Examining Board in England should pay earefiii 
attention to the revised regulations recently issued by the Board. Thus, candidates 
holding au Indian qualification (other than the degi-ee in Medicine and Snrgciy of a 
recognised University) which entitles to Provincial Registration in India, must have 
completed their entire curriculum in a recognised University or Government Medical 
College, the only Colleges recognised by the Board for this purpose being the 
following : — 

The Lahore Medical College. 

The Lady Hardingo Medical College 
for Women. 

King George’s Medical College, Luck- 
now. 

Patna hledical College. 

Calcutta hledical College, 

Candidates who satisfy this condition are required to produce evidence of having 
passed a Preliminary Examination in General J2ducation recognised by the Board 
(this examination, if not passed in India, may be passed in this countiy). They are 
then admissible at once to the Eirst Examination in Anatomy, Plq'siology, Materia 
Medica and J^hannacologj’, and subsequently pursue, for 24 irionths, the medical 
and surgical hospital practice of a recognised medical school or medical hospital or 
a recognised general hospital in Great Britain or Ireland. 

101. Graduates in Jledicino and Surgery of the Universities of Bomba)', Calcutta, 
Punjab, Lucknow, Madras, Patna and Rangoon arc eligible to sit for the Board’s 
Examinations without pursuing any further courses; undergraduates of llic Medical 
Faculty of any of these Universities may be exempted from such courses and 
examinations as correspond to those they have completed for the Medical Degrees of 
their Universities, but only the courses and examinations leading to the M.B., B.S. 
Degrees are 3'ecognised. 

1(J2. Apart from the concessions briefly smurnarised above, no other exemptions 
or privileges are granted to other candidates from India, and no variations of the 
Board’s requirements are allowed on account of study or practice subsequent to 
qualification. 

103. It is, therefore, imperative in the interests of each applicant that 
leaving India he should ascertain from the Secretary to the Extimining Roar , ei 
direct or tlirough the University Information Bureau or Advisory Gommi ee, 
exact conditions whicii he will have to fulfil. Jle should either 
application the originals of all the documents required for the conauera 
Board, or should send- certified copies and bring the originals w'lth nu^^ 

104. Tire- .arrangements wliich the Department', in collaboration with 
Store Department', iriakes for placing State Scholars and private 

works, &c., for practical U-aining in various branches of Engineering 
continues to form an important part of its duties, and the total number ■ .

“ Having regard to the continuance of the widespread trade d^ressiop, the . 
total number of students placed may he regarded as extremely satisfa^ry. A 
sympathetic attitude is adopted by the majority of manufacturers, although tfle. 
existing conditions still necessitate prolonged negotiations and personal appeals 
by the Department s Technical Officers before applicants can be suitably placed- 
Ihus, when it was desired to obtain training for Special Glass Railway Apprentices 
budding, no private firm felt justified in acceptmg-fnP'f 
ensure^ contracts in band and in sight were insufficient to 

.ensure continuity of work. The firms very properly thought tha/it would be 


unfair lo accept premia from young men wlio miglil. have to fiit idle in empty 
shops for a largo jiarl of their time. Kcverlheless, tlirougli llic clforls of llie High 
Commissioner’s Education Department and of Ids technical Store Dopartmonl 
oflicers, offers for the training of JO Special Apprentices ucj-e obtained from the 
IJrilish Itaihvay Compaidcs and private locomotive builders, and were duly 
communicated to hulia. ' 

Failure to make arrangements has mainly been due to the reluctance of mnniifactiircrs 
in certain branches to olTcr training facilities which might involve special processes 
likely lo he useful to potential competitoi-s, or, as the Dircclor-tJcncral in his Ueport 
also points out, to the fact that applications for training plus payment of wages arc in 
most cases foredoomed lo failure. 

105. The reports on the work and progress of the stndonls placed for training 
show that w'ith very few cxcc])tions they lake full ailvanlage of their opportunities 
and give every .satisraction to tlin firms who have acceptcfl them. 'J’he comparatively 
low failures arc usually due to the fact that the students coneenied have themselves 
iiad little or no ical appreciation of the exact training on whicli they had cmliarkcd, 
or had wished to start sjiecialised training at too early a stage. Tlic students who 
have been most sucees^[ul arc those who have had a cdi’ar idea of wliat they wished 
to do, and have been ])rcpared lo follow in all re.spccts tlio instniclfori:. and guidance 
given by their temporary cm]jloyci-s, 

lOG. As staled above, the total number of rcqnest.s for practical training of various 
classes received was -iS. Of these, l.J were eventually withdrawn, the applicants 
in some eases having managed to secure the facilities they wanted through priv.ato 
sources; in 17 eases the applications wore not pnr.sncd ns the applicants concerned 
were either unable to provide tlie necessary iwcmium or required payment of wages, 
or did not jio.sspss tin' preliminary theoretical education which was comsidered 
essential for the purpose of the training desired. Of the remaining 198 eases, 
17 wore under consiilerat ion at the end of the year covered by tliis Ueport; and in 
20 cases it was not found possible to obtain the desired facilities. OITcrs wore 
secured in IG) eases, but in 31 casc.s these wore not accepted, as the candidates 
had cither changed their minds or were not willing to accept tho conditions 
regarding premium or wages. Tho lumihcr of cases in which the facilities oITerccl 
were availed of was tluis 130, distributed as follows

•STUDENTS ENTRUSTED TO THE OlIARGE OF TllE IHGII 

112. Thirteen students wero entrusted by parents or guardinus 10 the 
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reaponsibility, and during the year there were four students under the Secretary to- 
the Delegacy for Oriental Students at Oxford, eight students under the Secretary of 
the Inter-OoUegiate Students’ Committee at Cambridge, and five students uiider- 
the charge of the University Adviser to Indian Students at Edinburgh. 


Section Yl. 

SOCIAL AND WELFARE WORK. 


113. The House Management Committee of tho Hostel at 21, Cromwell Road,, 
during the period under review, consisted of the following : Mr. K. R. Meuon, I.C.S., 
Chairman (nominated by the High CommisRioner in February 1933 to succeed 
Dr. R. P. Paranip.ye); Mr. Artliur Davies, M.A., Rarris(ei-at-Law ; Hr. A. Yusuf Ali, 
C.R.E., I.C.S, ; Miss E. J. Reck (representing the National Indian Associatioii) ; 
Mr. P. K. Dutt, M.Sc. ; and the Warden, Mr. A. D. Bonarjee (ex-ollicio member). 

114. The Committee’s report shows that the total number of arrivals during the 
year ending 31st March 1933 amounted to 376, including 1 13 from India, 39 from 
London and neighbourhood and 224 from other parts of tho United Kingdom, the 
Continent and overseas. The total number of individual students accommodated in 
the Hostel amounted to 278, and 21 students were found alternative accommodation 
in the neighbourhood, no room Iieing available in the Hostel when they first arrived. 


115. The statement of the receipts and expenditure at the Hostel during the year 
is given in Appendix I. The total charge to Indian revenues was £1,911 5*-. Id., as 
compared with £1 ,890 S«. Sd. iii the previous year. 


110. 'J'lie social services rendered to the Hostel by the National Indian Association 
and the Northbrook Societ.v were maintained on tlie usual scale. A series of lectures 
and “ at homes ” were supplemented by the Annual New Year Party, when a large 
company of students and their friends were entertained by Mr. Graham Atholl, “an 
uncanny Scot.” Mr. F. M. Cheshire, the first Worden of the Hostel, who, ou retirc- 

‘ ment from the Indian Educational Service, has settled near London aud has taken an 
active intei'est in the B,ocial life of the Hostel, and Mr. Arthur Itaries gave recitals 
from “Hamlet” aud “Julius Cmsar,” •which were much appreciated by the stndents. 
During the period under review the Northbrook Society awarded grants ot £50 to 
each of two students to enable them to complete the course of study on which they 
were engaged. 

117. The Indian Students’ Accommodation Committee has continued its useful 

services during the j'ear under review. The total niunbor of students iot 
accommodation was arranged was 110, of whom 71 were placed with private lami les, 
37 in boarding houses and approved lodgings, and two in holiday ' 

Committee has also co-operateil with tho recently established University of 
Lodgings Bureau, aud it is to he noted that the facilities afforded by bow 
organisatious have been taken advantage of by a large number of Indian studeni^^ 

118. ’J’he report of tho Indian Students’ Loan Fund Committee for the year ending, 
the 31st Decemlier 1932, unfortunately, shows a considerable reduction in its income- 
on tbe one hand and an increase in the number of applicants on the other, bet i, 

Npresiimably, in consequence of the prevailing economic^ depression. ,The total 
Buligci-iptions received during the year amounted to only £37 19s. 8d., and in adchhon 
to tii’e contribution of £2‘ 0 from Indian revenues received through the Hign 
Coramismoner, a sum of £370 7s. lid. was refunded by previous recipients of loans. 
However/owing to the fact that some donations received towards the end of 1931 
were .available for nsc in 1932, the CJoinniittee wei'e able to give loans to a tnuch 
laiger number of students, namely 63, amounting to £963 12s. Id., as compared 
53, amounting to £.736 Os. Sd-, during the previous year. Eleven students, included 
in the above total, were assisted with return passages to India, either partially or in 
full, at a total cost of £2 1 0 9s., as compared with 11 passages in 1931, at a total 
coat of £254 ITs. Id. On the 31sst December 3932 the sum of £4,392 16s. Id- 'vas 
due from students, £117,1 9s. 3d. ivas written off as irrecoverable, and the liability of 
the t..onimittee to Indian revenues amounted to £l,od2 Os. 9d.

'J’he financial 
dillicidties mentioned in last year's Report have unforlunatcly continued during tlie 
year under review, and in spite of all possible economies in expenditure the net 
deficit amounts to .£901, as ng.iinst .£572 J Is. id. in 1931. 'L'lie social and welfare 
activities of the Union were well maintained and the various lectures and debates 
organised bj' the Union were of the usual high standard and were well attended. The 
•close co-operation of the Union with other kindred organisations mentioned in the 
•jjrDvious lleijort were continued during the year. 


121. The cases of serious illness and destitution amongst Indian students that 
had been dealt with by the Department during the year under review are still 
comparatively large, ilo less than 21 students had to be repatriated to India with 
funds secured cither from their parents or guardians in India or bj' means of loans 
from tlio Indian Students’ Loan Fund Committee. Two students not included in 
the above total had been involved in scrio.is financial diflicnlties, having incurred 
considerable debts, and I lie. Department had to deal with the task of straightening 
out their alTairs witii funds .seeured from their guardians. Five cases ol serious 
illness came to the notice of the Department during the year, and of these one, wlio 
had left India in an advanced stage of diabetes, imfortuuatcly died in this country 
within a month of liis arrival. Two cases of serious motor accidents came to the 
notice of the Department, but both the students eoncernod made good recovery after 
prolonged treatment in hospital. Three fresh cases of meulal illucss came to the 
notice of the Department, and of these, two were sent back to India. It is very 
regrettable to Iiavo to record five oases of suicide amongst Indian students duriii'T the 
last year, and in two cases the Department attended Ic the last rites of tlic deceased 
and undertook the task of the winding up_ of their estates. The Department has, as 
usual, devoted a considerable amount of lime in tracing a number of students who 
had lost toucli with their relatives in India. 


Section YII. 

G KN EUzVL OBSERVATIONS. 

122. The particulars recorded in paragnifilis 5-90 above show flint, cUirino- the 
period with wliich this Report de.als, Indian .sludeiits again have to their cred7t an 
excellent record of academic and oilier successes. The notoworlhv list of postgraduate 
distinctions, gained at practically evciy University throughout iho United ICiiio-dom 
.and including the large number of high profcs.sional distinctions in iModiciim and 
Surgery mentioned in paragrapli .5.3, is especially gratilying, and is in itself a tribute 
to the oxcellonco of tlie tramnig which the sludciils concerned had received at their 
Indian Universities before proceeding abraarl. It also fends to confirm the iinurossion 
that the number of students who do not leave India until fhev have taken a deorree/ 
at one of their own Universities is steadily increasing. Tin's is all to the rroo^ 
especially as there is reason to believe that the Universities throughout the ulifnri 
Kingdom m view of the severe pressure on their accommodation, are sorioiX 
coiicerned with the questum of the largo number of overseas and foreig<f7tiidenic 
who seek admission here, and may eventually feel obliged normally td roslv ^? 
acceptance to those who have already taken a First Dcgiee in tJioir own. country 

123 It has been osliinatcd that during ihe period under veview the mnnbor of 
students m the Universities and University Colleges of Great BriLnin and IrSnd 
nTii British Isles but wilhm the British Empiiu S 

about 4i00. 0 these, India, with a grand total of at least l.GOO, lias oasn’v the 

largestrepresentation, and,as will be noted from the ligure.s fnrnislied in Appenc K- fV 
there is scarcely a Lmvers.ty or Co lege throughout the Fnilecl Kingdom \Sout i s 
contingent, large or small, of Iiidiau students. Thoimh there is still n AlnL 
towards eoneentration in London, it is satisfactory to note that Indiaf iludents fullj 
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appreciate the excellent facilities which are similarly available at the provincial and 
Scottish Universities, especially in certain branches of Engineering and 'I'echuology 
generally. 

124. The figures cxuoted in the previous paragraph are perhaps suilicicnt in 
themselves to disprave the impression, which still seems to persist in India, that 
Indian applications for admission to Universities and Colleges throughout the United 
Kingdom do not always receive sympathetic consideration. It is true that each j-ear 
a number of well-qualified Indian applicants are unable to secure admission to the 
University of their first choice. This, of course, is especially true of Oxford and 
Cambridge, where the competition for admission is exceedingly keen, and where each 
year a large number of candidates, both Indian and English, are disappointed. But 
it can fairl}' be stated that arrangements can usually be made for the admission of a 
qualified Indian student to one or other of the Universities or Colleges here, provided 
he ajjplies in good time and does not submit his application, as each year an 
appreciable proportion of candidates do, at so late a date, in numerous cases even 
after the session has actually begun, that all the vacancies have long been filled. 


125. In this connection it may not be amiss to point out that Indian candidates 
for admission to educational institutions here are not always as considerate as 
they might be, and do not appear to apx>reciate the fact that eacli individual 
application may involve a good deal of worlc both for the Department and for 
the University or College authorities concerned. This may be illustrated by 
applications submitted ou behalf of Indian students to one of the constituent 
Colleges of the University of London during the period under review. One 
hundred and forty-seven applications were forwarded to this Institnlio)i and 
100 offers of admis.sion to various Faculties were arranged ; 62 students accepted 
the offer and actually joined the College. Of the remaining 38, 14 withdrew after 
accepting the offer, throe joined the College but soon aljandoned their course, 
seven applications were withdravui before the College had given their decision, 
five refused, wliilst no less than 16 students did not even reply to the communi- 
cation in which the offer of admission was notified to them. In two other cases 
the College asked for further particulars of qualifications, but no reply was received 
from the students concerned. 'J’hirtj*-eight applications for admission \yere definiteb* 
rejected ou the grounds that the students concerned were not qualified to cater 
upon the course of study which they wished to pursue, or all the vacancies in 
these Faculties had already been filled, but in 19 of these cases offers of adinission 
to other institutions were obtained. There were thus IS applications in which the 
students concerned failed to really to the request for further infunnation, which, n 
fiupiilicd, might Lave resulted in their being favourably considered for achnJ.ssion. 
These facts could be paralleled in the case of other Universities, inchuliug Oxford am 
Cambridge, and it is accordingly most desirable that students, on whose betiall oi ors 
of admission have been obtained and who subsequently find themselves eitUCT ii^a® 
or uuiyilling to aceeptj- should noiify the University or College concerned, cpro 
direct or through’, the Education Department, at the eaiiiwO a 

Failure to do this may, and often does, result in vacancies which had been.obt, ,e 
for Indian applicants’ beihg.alto^ether lost.’ ' ■ ' ■ ’ 

12li. Itoierence 'has already been made, ’,10 the fact that ■well-qnalified Indian 
applicants' ’ofteu' -fail . to gain admission" owing to the late date at which •tuei 
Vipplications are submitted. This failure to -apply in good tune perhaps needs to tie 
especially emphasised in the case of those applicants who, in virtue of tlegr^es- 
alielllly obtained in India, are applying for admission to researcli or advanced coui'scs 
Icading^p postgraduate degrcc.s. Such applications usually involve two slops ; lirsl, 
admitisiim to-iho University or College conceniod lias to be arranged, aud next, f he 
liroposeiVsuhicct of resoareb and the qualifications of the candidate to pursue it havot<| 
be approved by the appropriate Board or Committee, These conditions apply to ml 
I’niVersitics in’ this country, but tlicy may perhaps he best ilhisfrated by the proceduiv 
ill .London. If a conslituciit school or college is satisfied tlmt the applicant is 
fade qualified to enter iipOtJ the couruc of study which he proposes to pursue, he-wdl 
ijii Riveu .a^.pvovipioiVai offer ot arJmission, and his application for Tccognition os' an 
julvnucrtVstiident vril! hcrcft-rrofl to the appropriate I'aciilty Hoard or tjominittec _i)l 
■; •Ljiivcr.-iiiy, usually with a tlofinito rccouimend.ation. This procedure necessarily 
il'.r'.V *1'^"!'' carry through, as t|,e Hoards or Conmiittces do not jis Ji. rule

•I aior ill , 111 the end of May cannot a.s a rule be dealt witli unlil 
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-alter tlie new session has begun, by which time all the research vacancies may have 
been filled. Moreover, even i£ admission can in these cases bo offered, the students 
•concerned have to run the risk of being refused recognition by the University for the 
purpose of the research course they wish to pursue. It has been pointed out in 
previous Reports that there is always a ready welcome for Indian applicants whose 
previous qualifications and experionee lit them to begin* research or advanced work 
here. But all such candidates should submit their applications as early as 
possible and certainly not later than April or May, and sliould include a definite 
■statement of their proposed research, together with evidence (including copies of any 
work they may have completed, even if not published) of their qualifications to 
undertake advanced work in their particular branch. 


127. It needs perhaps further to be emphasised in this connection that all such 
applications arc considered on their individual merits, and that no candidate for 
recognition as a research student is entitled to assume that the decision on his 
application will be the same as that which has been given in an apparently similar 
case. The above remarks apply equally to students who seek e.xemplioii from the 
first year and the Intermediate examination of a first degree course. This again is a 
matter for the appropriate Board or Coimnitteo of the University concerned, and, as 
in the case of research candidates, all such applications should be submitted at the 
•earliest possible date, and in any case not later than 31st May. If these facts are 
borne in mind a number of well-qualified Indian applicants may earh year be saved 
a good de.al of disappointment. 


128. The academic distinctions at all stages which have boon gained bv Indian 
students during the period under review have been snpplemonted.it is pleasing "to 
record, by gratifying successes in other directions, which show that to an evor- 
increasing extent they are taking a greater part in the social and coiporate life of thoir 
Universities or Colleges. Many athlelio and similar successes are recorded above 
\mder the respective Universities, and there is plenty of evidence to show tltat the 
majority of Indian students who come bore recognise, perhaps more than was 
previously the case, that the real besiefits of University education are not nocessariiv 
restricted to the acquirement of knowledge in the lecture-room or laboralorv " but 
need to be supplemented by as fuU a participation as possible in oil those social -md 
■corporate activittes which bring students of all stages and Faculties into freciuent 
and friendly contact. It would be idle to protend that matters in this respect arn 
everywhere as satisfactory as they might be, and it is perhaps not too much to 
that Indian students, in proportion to their numbers at the various University ceutmi 
are not always m a position to lake advantage of the athletic and other opportimi ?es 
which many of them would gladly welcome. But this does not necessSy imnlv 
that there is any diEciimmatioii ; it is .rather inherent in the general proccdiiro^in 
.vogue at most Universities, which is usually based ou the .i 5 ,

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all directions, but it cannot be doubted that even in more normal times well-qualified 
Indian students find it difficult to obtain suitable posts. It may, of course, be argued 
that they should not have proceeded abroad without carefully reckoning their chances 
of obtaining an adequate return for the time and money expended. But so long as 
Indian public opinion remains, as seems to bo the case, indifferent to the annual 
exodus of so many students, some steps should at least be taken to ensure that on 
their return the training and experience which they have acquired should bo given a 
reasonable opportunity of contributing to the educational and material welfare of 
India and its peoples. I would, therefore, once more earnestly appeal to Indian 
employers in all branches of industry and commence, as well as to all municipal and 
public authorities, to do aU that is in their power to provide more openings and 
opportunities for the young men who have so well equipped themselves to servo their' 
country. 

130. The numlier of Indian woman students fluctuates during tlie year between 
90 and 100, their main subjects of study being Medicine and Education. The 
Department makes arrangements to get in touch with them as soon as possible after- 
their arrival here and helps them to obtain suitable accommodation. Many women 
students are also assisted in planning their holidaj’s both in England and on the 
Continent, and, -vvitli the friendly co-oporation of various organisation-s interested in 
students from overseas, it has been possible to introduce increasingly large nunibers- 
to English families. 

131. As in previous years, visits have been jiaid by officers of the Education 
Department to various Universities and Colleges throughout the country, including 
(Jxford and Cambridge, Birmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds, Sheffield, 
Newcastle, Hull, Edinburgh and Glasgow. I should especially' like to thank, on 
behalf of the High Commissioner, the heads of the Constituent Schools and Colleges- 
of the University of London, as well as the Principal of the University^ and the 
Academic and External Registrars for the great kindness and courtesy with which 
at all times they consider applications or representations made on behalf of Indian 
students. The University and College authorities throughout the United Kingdom 
likew'ise give the most careful and syuiipathetic consideration to all mattem addressed 
to them, on behalf of Indian students cither individually or generally, and it is 
gratifying to record that they on their part are always ready to advise and assist 
their Indian members. 

132. As w'ill be noted from Section VI of t-lie Report, social and welfare work 

continues to be au exacting part of tbe ivork done by the Department. Many c^es 
of serious illness, including mental breakdowns, have again liad to be dealt The 

necessity for a strict medical examination before proceeding abroad, winch has been 
recommended in previous Reports, must once again be strongly emphasised. 

133. Daring the period under review a new and revised edition of the Handbook 
for Indian students has been prepared, and it is hoped that it will continue 

its utility as a general guide to the facilities for University and professional study an 
training in this country. 

134. It is a pleasure to place on record tbe roost useful and efficient wo^ done^ bj 
tbe Educational Officers of the Department, a tribute which is also due to the clencat 
staff.
